The bill would permit the 
Federal Government to con- 
tribute a total of -$17,250,000 
toward the cost of the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Me- 
morial on the St. Louis i 
front, rather than the $5,000 
000 alrea dy authorized.

sippi. The plan, authorized by 
Congress in 1955, would con- 
sist of an 11-mile system of 
concrete floodwalls, pumping 
stations and earthen levees.

It is — to build up to 
30,000 liowatts later this 
month. 

Until now it has been neces- 
sary to fuel reactors with ura- 


nium, Plutonium, like uranium. | 


235, is a fissionable material 
and theoretically is an even 
better reactor fuel than ura- 
nium. But it is extremely poi- 
sonous, hard to tool, and in- 
tensively radioactive. It also is 
more reactive in a nuclear 
sense. It fissions more readily. 
and “burns” more completely: 

Plutonium is made by bom- 
barding non-fissionable ura- 
nium-238 with neutrons, the 
nuclear particles which trigger 
fission.

It Can Be Done 


A world ban on nuclear blasts can be po- 
liced. That is the message of the 16 scien- 
tists from four Western and four Communist 
nations who for seven weeks have been dis- 
cussing at Geneva whether nuclear tests 
could be detected, and if so, how. 


There should thus be ended a long and 
unprofitable period during which discussion 
of this vital point in the United States has 
been of the 'tis-’tain’t variety. Opponents of 
a world accord on nuclear testing may con- 
tinue, in die-hard fashion, to, argue that it 
can’t be done, but their words will carry lit- 
tle weight. The technical problem has beer 
solved, by the technicians. 


Will the political problem now be solved, 
by the statesmen? That is the development 
which we must all hope the Geneva accords 
will usher in. A great deal will depend on 
the extent to which the leaders of nations 
are convinced that control is an absolute and 
pressing necessity. 

All the world knows the danger from stron- 
tium-90. The geneticists have told us that 
excessive radiation may do terrible things to 
the race. Scientists throughout the world 
are convinced we dare not continue the 
madness of polluting the very air we breathe. 
A recent U.N. report on fallout raised an 
impressive voice of warning. But heads of 
government are concerned about the danger, 
or indifferent to it, in varying degrees. 

The United States position, though not par- 
ticularly coherent, has ranged on the side 
of doing nothing much about it. The British 
want to complete their tests. France, on the 
threshold of becoming an atomic pvuwer, 
wishes to do its own testing. Sweden may 
be next, and after Sweden no one knows 
what other countries. The brightest sign is 
the apparent eagerness the Russians have 
been showing at Geneva—the feeling of grav- 
ity and urgency they reflect. 


Few things would so lift a weight from the 
world’s spirit as an international accord for 
the control of nuclear testing. It is an ob- 
jective well worth all our most skillful and 
devoted effort. The 200-station monitoring 
system foreshadowed at Geneva, using seis- 
mic, electromagnetic, acolistic and other tech- 
niques of detection, could bring the world a 
long way back toward nuclear sanity. 

Are we well enough persuaded of the ne- 
cessity so that we will take the step? 


Rosie Upset the Peerage 


In the gas-lit Edwardian era of the 1890s 
a dark-haired, Irish-born chorus girl named 
Rosie Boote was on her way to becoming the 
toast of London. Her song “Maisie Was a 
Darling, Maisie Was a Dear” became a house- 
hold tune at the turn of the century. Stage- 
door Johnnies in Prince Alberts and top hats 
waited to toss their bouquets at the Tipperary 
beauty as she left the famous old Gaiety 
Theatre. The select few were those dandies 
who could boast that they had drunk cham- 
pagne from Rosie's slipper. 

Among her battalions of admirers was the 
wealthy fourth Marquess of Headfort, a dash- 
ing young officer of the Life Guards. Al- 
though in those days it was unheard of for 
an aristocrat to marry an actress, the mar- 
quess simply cited his family motto—‘“He at- 
tains whatever he seeks”—and set about win- 
ning her hand. When he succeeded in 1901, 
his family was shocked and the peerage pre- 
dicted an unhappy marriage of short duration. 


She retired from the stage, the family ac- 
cepted her, three children were born and 
the union was a happy one until Lord Head- 
fort died in 1943. This week the Dowager 
Marchioness of Headfort died at 80. It is 
pleasant to reflect how an Irish colleen’s 
beauty and sense of humor, linked with the 
determination of a young officer to attain 
whatever he sought, set the peerage at nought 
and fired.the public imagination, back in 
the ‘90s. 


Opportunity in Gravois Creek 


The proposed $4,100,000 Gravois Creek 
sewer bond issue underscores the efficacy of 
the area-wide approach to the St. Louis dis- 
trict’s sewer problems. If the bond issue is 
approved at the Oct. 14 special election, as 
surely it should be, then the immense open 
sewer that is now Gravois Creek eventually 
can be eliminated to the benefit of the whole 
metropolitan community. 


Had the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer Dis- 
trict not been created, it is doubtful if con- 
structive action would have been possible. On 
its own, not one of the several political sub- 
divisions through which the creek flows pos- 
sesses either the legal authority or the finan- 
cial resources to do anything about this seri- 
ous health menace in their own back yards. 
These include the cities of Crestwood, Oak- 
land and Bella Vista; the villages of Lake- 
shire and St. George; the town of Grantwood 
Village and portions of Kirkwood and the 
Southwest Webster, Lemay Ferry and Affton 
Sanitary Sewer Districts. 

With the addition of the Crestwood Plaza 
shopping center to the tax rolls, there is now 
sufficient assessed valuation in the watershed 


. as a whole—$80,000,000—to permit submis- 


sion of a bond issue. (Borrowing of this kind 
is limited to 5 per cent of total valuation.) 
But the big thing is that the Metropolitan 
District alone possesses authority to propose 
this remedy. 

If approved, the bond issue could lead to 
substantial development in the area, present 
population of which is estimated at 50,000, 
The sewer will be engineered to provide for 
a population of 245,000. As development 
proceeds, property valuation totals will rise. 
This should permit paying off the bonds in 
less than 20 years; or reducing annual pay- 
ments to the individual property owner. 
Either way, residents stand to get quite a 
bargain. | 


Hatta and Unhappy Indonesia 


Indonesia. with known wealth in natural 
resources exceeded only by that of the United 
States and Soviet Russia, is close to bank- 
ruptcy. So says former Vice President Hatta. 
He is at outs with his old friend President 
Sukarno, it is true, but as one of the several 
patriots who led the fight against Dutch colo- 
nial rule and as the nation’s first premier, 
Hatta has proved that his concern is truly 
with the future of the sprawling 3000-island 
republic. 

Hatta urged the administration last Decem- 
ber to concentrate on reforms that it now 


appears would have forestalled the rebellion

which has so weakened the nation. Had Su- 
karno heeded him and dealt with those who 
had grievances the rebel movement might 
never have gained headway. Events now 
show how right Hatta was. Sukarno won 
the civil war that should never have been 
but the island problems emerged bigger than 
ever—maldistribution of resources, lack of 
capital, a shortage in technicians and man- 
agers, a politically-conscious army, uneven 
representation in the legislature, guerrilla 
warfare and Communist infiltration. 

If Sukarno could come to terms with his 
old friend Hatta, the representative of the 
moderates, and take him into the administra- 
tion, it would increase the chances for Indo- 
nesia to weather the storm. 


Needed—Policy, Not Homilies 


Surely most Americans, and most states, 
will agree with President Eisenhower that 
all should “comply with the final orders of 
the court” on integration. Certainly it would 
be helpful if “the common sense of the indi- 
vidual and his feeling of civic responsibility” 
were to “come into play,” as the President 
told his news conference Wednesday. 

But the Administration faces a most un- 
pleasant fact. Southern extremists have de- 
fied court orders. They show little feeling 
of civic responsibility. The Governor of Ar- 
kansas, mentioning the President by name, 
has just challenged him and the Federal Gov- 
ernment on grounds that “they cannot obtain 
peaceable compliance with illegal court 
orders.” 

Obviously the President must be prepared 
to deal with continued resistance to court or- 
ders on integration. Court orders do not 
enforce themselves. Federal troops did not 
stop the studied contempt of the Constitution 
in Little Rock. Other measures are needed. 
At the very least, the Justice Department 
should be ordered off the sidelines and into 
action. 

The final test of the President’s new pledge 
to enforce court orders will be the manner 
in which he enforces them. He might have 
strengthened his hand in this respect by stat- 
ing, in so many words, that the United States 
Government will do everything in its power 
to support integration of the’ public schools 
in the spirit of the Supreme Court’s decision. 

Mr. Eisenhower said he would not state his 
personal feelings because that might make 
execution of the law more difficult. But his 
persistent refusal to say anything in favor of 
integration hardly discourages those who defy 
the law. : 

The Southern minority ought to be told 
that it cannot block the nation’s march toward 
equal rights. The wide world ought to be 
told that America holds to its democratic 
faith. What is needed is not a statement of 
feelings but a statement of national policy, 
based on conviction as well as on civil obedi- 
ence. And only the President-can make that 
statement for the people of the United States. 


Gov. Stratton Holds the Key 


How seriously does Gov. Stratton support 
the Blue Ballot judicial amendment which is 
designed to reform Illinois’ antiquated court 
system? 

Gov. Stratton says he is for the amend- 
ment. It was submitted to the people by a 
Republican legislature, and Gov. Stratton is 
the leader of the state Republican party. The 
Governor participated personally in the com- 
promises and negotiations which finally got 
this much-watered-down judicial reform on 
the ballot. 

Nevertheless it may take the Republican 
state convention on Friday to give the voters 
clear evidence of where the Governor stands. 
If he is genuinely and strongly in favor of 
judicial reform, he needs but to pass the 
word, and the state convention will adopt 
a platform plank favoring the Blue Ballot 
amendment. On the other hand, if the con- 
vention should oppose or stand silent on the 
question, it can be taken for certainty that 
Gov. Stratton has not used his leadership to 
support court reform. : 

The reform which the voters will get a 
chance to consider is a moderate one—for 
example, no change in the method ‘of select- 
ing judges is included, as it ought to be— 
but this is the best that could be obtained 
from a Legislature in which the forces of 
the status quo exerted undue influence. Now 
those same forces of the status quo are bestir- 
ring themselves in an effort to defeat even 
partial reform at the polis. They would dear- 
ly love to line up the Republican platform 
against it, or at least to avert a Republican 
commitment. for it. ’ 

Gov. Stratton holds the key. Is he for or 
against improvement of a state court system 
which has undergone no major change for 
nearly a hundred years? How the party he 
heads records itself will tell the story. 


The Housing Bill Goes Down 


The close defeat in the House of a general 
housing bill carrying $400,000,000 for a one- 
year program of urban renewal and slum 
clearance is a regrettable piece of business. 
Brought up under a suspension of the rules to 
force it out of a Rules Committee pigeon- 
hole, the measure fell six votes short of the 
two-thirds majority necessary under this par- 
liamentary procedure. 

Democrats including St. Louisans Frank M. 
Karsten and Mrs. Leonor K. Sullivan sup- 
ported the bill by about eight to one. But 
the Republicans voted against it by almost 
two to one, and among them was Represen- 
tative Thomas B. Curtis of Webster Groves. 
Mayor Tucker and six other chief executives 
of large cities had been in Washington last 
week representing the American Municipal 
Association in support of the urban renewal 
features of the bill. 

The measure also would have liberalized 
down-payment terms for FHA-insured hous- 
ing, created a.new corporation to provide low 
down-payment financing for conventional 
mortgages, authorized a new federal lending 
program for construction of college class- 
rooms and provided some low-rent housing 
for the elderly. ° 

While the action will have no effect on St. 
Louis’s Mill Creek, Plaza or Kosciusko-urban 
redevelopment projects, it will delay plan- 
ning on the Tandy area in North St. Louis 
as well as the*-Murphy project, an area sur- 
rounding the Cochran, Vaughn and Igoe pub- 
lic housing projects on the near north side. 

One of the real shames of America is the 
grim wretchedness of its urban slums. They 
are growing faster than they can be eradi- 
cated. Any easing of an already inadequate 
attack on this problem is intolerable and can- 
not be permitted to stand.

It ex- 
presses the traditions of the Amer- 
ican people at their best. 


Each year the White House has 
presented a budget for “foreign aid” 
in the neighborhood of $4 billion. 
Most Americans have assumed that 
this money was largely earmarked 
for such down-to-earth essentials as 
plows, D.D.T., fertilizer, pumps, and 
other equipment necessary to help 
struggling new nations ease the pres- 
sures of poverty and create founda- 
tions for free societies. 


But this is a misconception. Each 
year 80 per cent of our foreign aid 
program has gone directly or indi- 
rectly for military purposes. We 
have been spending close to a bil- 
lion dollars annually, for instance, 
to maintain the South Korean army. 
This is about twice the annual cost 
of our entire Point Four program. 

Another reason for the public con- 
fusion which has plagued this crit- 
ically needed program from its in- 
ception is the misleading arguments 


that often have been advanced in its 
favor. 

For instance, we have stated that 
this program is primarily designed 
to block Communist expansion. In 
so narrowing our objective we have 
inadvertently appeared to offer a 
premium to those countries which 
have the most Communists. 

Such reasoning was reflected in 
the preamble of the 1957 foreign aid 
bill, which asserted that it would be 
necessary for our government to 
continue its aid program as long as 
world Communism continued to 
threaten our interests. , 


Is it surprising that Communist 
leaders have said to the people of 
Asia and Africa, “The Soviet Union 
offers loans and technicians to speed 
your development and for this you 
are grateful. But you should be 
equally grateful to Moscow for the 
aid the Americans give you. In their 
own official documents they frankly 
state that if they were not so fright- 
ened of us Communists, they would 
give you nothing.” 

A second reason often offered in 
behalf of our foreign aid program 
is that it will bring military allies to 
our side. It is no more possible to 
buy the loyalty of a nation than it 
is to buy the loyalty of a friend. Yet 
we Americans have inadvertently 
placed ourselves in the position of 
the richest individual in the world 
community trying to buy friends and 
supporters for his views. Is it any 
wonder that our program is suspect- 
ed, if not rejected, by many proud, 
suspicious, newly free peoples? 

A third mistaken argument in sup- 
port of foreign aid grows from the 
false assumption that we can turn 
Asians, Africans and Latin Ameri- 
cans into orderly supporters of the 
status quo simply by filling their 
hungry stomachs regularly with rice. 

We have seen ample evidence that 
a landless laborer or a tenant farmer 
who lacks a sense of belonging and 
a sense of justice will not be satis- 
fied with a few marginal economic 
gains. These meager improvements 
will simply create an appetite for

THE DRAGON TREE, by Victor Can- 
ning. (Sloane, 317 pgs., $3.95.) 


This is a good, intriguing adventure 
novel, full of suspense and excite- 
ment. Because it is based on polit- 


_ feal, machinations which might con- 


ceiyvably plague England today, it 
has a ring of authenticity and credit- 
ability. 

The British have captured the 
three ringleaders who have inflamed 
nationalist sentiment on the fictional 
island of Cyrenia.

As a matter 
of expediency, and for want of a 
better policy, the English have exiled 
them to the Island of San Barodon 
in the South Pacific, 


Major John Richmond ts sent from 
England in charge of guarding the 
three prisoners in exile. Unfortu- 
nately, his guard contingent is much 
too small for adequate duty. In 
addition, Major Richmond’s job is 
confounded by the political nature 
of his assignment and the fact that 
he has fallen in love with Hadid 
Chebir’s wife, Marian. Further com- 
plications are added by the presence 


of six cut-throat mercenaries secret- 


ly landed on the Island to affect a 
rescue of the Cyrenians. All this 
leads to some high adventure and 
derring-do with a real bang-up cli- 
max. 

It is quite apparent that Cyrenia 
was meant to be Cyprus with 3 of 
its high voltage implications. ne 
of the interesting elements of this 
novel is the fact that Victor Canning

It is 
essentially a tax on free men every- 
where, naturally bearing most heav- 
ily on the richest nation on earth, 
to promote the general welfare of 
the world community as a primary 
requirement of peace. 

Out of every federal tax dollar 
that we paid in 1957, 80 cents went 
for the cost of past wars or prepara- 
tion for possible future wars. 


The necessary American invest- 
ment in the cause of peace is in- 
finitesimal when we compare it with 
the incalculable cost of war. It should 
be provided largely on a loan basis, 
payable in large part in local curren- 
cies. Most of it can be secured by 
cutting down some of our more 
wasteful military aid grants, many 
of which have opened up such tempt- 
ing political opportunities for the 
Kremlin. 

This is not a temporary effort and 
that fact should be frankly faced. 
American aid will be needed until 
the underdeveloped nations are them- 
selves able to meet their most ur- 
gent development 
problems from 
thelr own 
resources. As 
much of our as- 


ble should go 
through the Unit- 
ed Nations. I be- 
lieve that we 
should end our 
opposition to the 
establish ment of 
the Special United 
Nations Fund for Economic Develop- 
ment (SUNFED) which we and the 
Russians have blocked. 


By holding back on economic de- 
velopment we are fostering Soviet 
hopes that the non-Communist coun- 
tries will politically disintegrate and 
fall under their influence. To this 
extent we are making both disarma- 
ment and peace more difficult to ob- 
tain. Our policies may thus be said 
to have been operating in reverse.

Dalton is scheduled to dis- 
cuss “States’ Rights and Atomic 
Energy” before a section of 
the American Bar Association, 
in Los Angeles Aug. 26, at the 
annual convention of the bar. 

He outlined some of his 
views on the situation im a 
press conference yesterday. 

“The various states should 
act at once in studying the 
over-all problem of atomic 
energy,” Dalton said, “then 


enact legislation not only to — 


supplement federal laws but to 
prevent further encroachment 
on the rights and powers of 
the states by the Federal Gov- 
ernment.” 

As an instance of the need 
for state investigation and 


legislation, he said 165 agencies | 
and firms in Missouri already | 


had been licensed by the Fed- | 
eral Government for peace | 
time use of atomic energy. 


Dalton said atomic energy 


laws of the future probably 


would have a bearing on vir-| 


tually all state government de- 
partments, such as health, re- 
sources and development, in- 
surance, conservation, policing, 
public utility regulation, work- 
men’s compensation and indus- 
trial commissions. 

“The states need laws for 
many reasons,” Dalton said. 
“Radiation and fallout soon 
will become problems in every 
state. We have harnessed the 
atom literally, but not legally.” 

Dalton said some of the con- 
trols created by the Federal 
Government in wartime were 


necessary, but had been con- | 


tinued in peacetime. He said 


these restrictions should be re- | 
moved, in part at least, so the | 
states could adopt their own | 


regulatory laws. 

He said there should and | 
must be some federal control,

Float-Fishing 
Amid Ozark Charm 


HAVE YOU EVER CAMPED on a summer night on 
a high gravel bar beside an Ozark river? When darkness 
falls, the constellations start their march across the sky; 
and not long after, the mist comes stealing down the 
slopes of the timbered 
hills and up from the 
surface of the stream. 
Certainly here is one 
form of outdoor recrea- 
tion which is unique to 
Missouri—this float-fish- 
ing on the clear, swift 
Ozark rivers. 

It might even be more 
accurate to omit the 
word “fishing” and sim- 
ply say “floating on the 
clear, swift Ozark riv- 
ers”; for it seems to us 
that each season finds 
more people enjoying 
this fine sport, regard- 
less of whether or not 
they are interested in 
angling. Nor is floating 
these little streams of 
Missouri at all like ca- 

» noeing in the north 
country or running the rushing torrents of the Far West. 
It is a kind of boating and camping that has its own 
peculiar charm and is bound to grow in popularity through 
the years—provided, of course, that the Army Engineers 
leave us with any free-flowing streams unimpeded with 
high dama and dead water impoundments. 


There are several ways in which floating or float- 


fishing may be enjoyed, depending upon experience and 
individual taste.: The conventional way—and certainly the 
easiest, if not the least expensive—is to select your river 
and ‘then contact an outfitter who makes a specialty of 
floating it. Be sure to get references as to the reliability 
of your man—and once you have done this he can plan 
the whole trip for you. He will have competent and de- 
pendable guides, good fishing boats designed for these 
swift streams and a commissary boat to carry the camp- 
ing equipment and supplies. He will have tents, cots, 
cooking gear and everything else needed for an outing 
so that all you need bring is your clothing, bedroll, fish- 
ing tackle, camera and such personal gear. 


Another way of floating which is pobular with 
those who live close te the Ozark streams or whe 
have some favorite resort where they like to stay, 
is to secure a fishing boat and guide by the day. 
In this case you start each morning from your 
resort and float downstream to motor or haw! back 
up in the late afternoon—or else motor upstream 
in the morning and float down. This method has 
the advantage of bringing you back to a perma- 
nent lodging every night, although you miss the 
fun of camping and sleeping out. Yet it works 
well for the family where Mother and the young- 
sters stay to play and swim and rest while Pop 
gees fishing, 


Finally is the method which we have used for years 
and which is popular with many other Missouri outdoor 
enthusiasts. It is more work, less expensive and at least 
equally enjoyable. This is to acquire your own canoe or 
river boat (which. is a very special type of boat), tent, 
camp gear and other equipment and then.go it on your 
own, It is true that you will accumulate, over the years, 
an amount of equipment that represents a considerable 
investment. Yet the amount can be kept within bounds 
if you leave out the inessential gadgets, of which there 
dre thousands, and concentrate on the things that make 
for easy, comfortable camping and do not complicate the 
problem of transport. Most of the equipment, of course, 
Will last for years if well-chosen. 


Obviously this method of floating allows the 
maximum of freedom. You can float any river 
in the state that will carry your canoe—and can 
even change plans at the last moment if one or 
another stream happens to be muddy, You can 
go as fast or as slowly as you like, simply by 
making the necessary arrangements to have your 
car waiting at the end of the journey. Sonietimes 
these of us who run our own canoes on the fast 
streams like to say that it requires considerable 
experience to be safe; yet all of us whe do this 
were Once novices and have managed to survive. 


. We went on our first real float trip of the 1958 sea- 
gon, last week; carrying out what has become an annual 
expedition with the Cherbonniers of St. Louis. On this 
éccasion our companions were Ed Cherbonnier, his daugh- 
ter Nancy Knowles and her 11-year-old Peter—who proved 
to be a fine camper and an enthusiastic and successful 
fisherman. We foregathered at the farm for luncheon and 
then made our leisurely way to Eminence where we ar- 
fived at 5 o'clock. Ginnie and I, as usual, took our canoe 
and small outboard motor—along with Tiger who always 
eccompanies us. Ed had made arrangements with Walter 
Martin of Martin Boating Co. for commissary and fishing 
boats, food and other equipment. Walter is one of sev- 
éral good, responsible outfitters in Eminence who float 
the Current and Jacks Fork—and he has long been Ed's 
favorite guide. He has spent his life on the river, his 
equipment is excellent, the guides who work with him 
are equally experienced and, finally, Walter is one of the 
best camp cooks to be found anywhere. 


We had expected to go away up to Pulltight and 
float down to Powder Mill. But the river below Round 
Spring in the Bland Chute was so completely blocked with 
logs that the heavy commissary boat couldn't come through; 
bo we talked things over with Walter and decided on “the 
fun from Jacks Fork Junction to Van Buren. Once this 
Was settled, everyone turned in early. A thunderstorm 
came up at 4 a.m. but had subsided at daylight and by 
the time breakfast was over and we started for the river, 
we knew there was good weather ahead, ,

“OLD MARSHALS NEVER 
DIE” was the name and also, 
I'm afraid, a pretty inaccurate 
summary of the plot of the 
United States Steel Hour’s re- 
cent show which, like al] its 
dramas, was a presentation of 
the Theater Guild. “Old 
Marshals Never Die” was, as 
all but the most dimwitted 
members of the audience must 
have figured out, a Western 
and the only reason for giving 
it consideration or looking at 
it at all is the fact that it was 
a production fathered by ‘the 
august Theater Guild on one 
of the few surviving live dra- 
matic programs on television. 


I mean when the Theater 
Guild starts dishing out West- 
erns, too, the dam has indeed 
broken and we had all better 
take to our heels. Of course, 
the Theater Guild, I imagine, 
suspected that it was doing an 
adult Western although what 
grounds it had for this sus- 
picion I couldn't say. Most 
adult Westerns I've found were 
simply Westerns in which the 
motives were not nearly as 
clear to the participants (here- 
inafter referred to as ac- 
tors) or to the audience (here- 
inafter referred ta as me) or 
even, possibly, to the author as 
in the classic Westérns.

ONE YEAR my husband was 
asked to do a research problem 
for Columbia University in 
New York, and we packed up 
our household and two young- 
sters (with a third on the way), 
and moved from Tulsa to Ards- 
ley, N.Y. I insisted on renting 
a house—not an apartment. 

During the year, my husband 
had to do field research in 
Pahama City, Fla., and I again 
weighed the advantages of 
moving against those of re- 
maining behind without my 
man. We gnoved to Panama 
City, back to New York. and 
shortly thereafter, back to 
Tulsa, Okla. 

Four major moves. More 
than some families used to 
make in a whole generation. 
When Philip was born in 
Lenox Hill hospital in New 
York City, the registrar asked 
for the mames and places of 
birth of other members of the 
family. Mother was born in 
Providence, R.I., Daddy in 
Terre Haute, Ind., Michael in 


Madison, Wis., and Alan in 
Tulsa. . 
When someone asks * me 


where I am from, I smile wist- 
fully and shake my head. And 
I know I am not alone’in this 
mobility, for the friends we 
make in Tulsa today are our 
correspondents tomorrow, writ- 
ing us from Hastings-on-the- 
Hudson, Boston, Fort Worth or 
Pasadena. 

Small apartments, drive-ins, 
delicatessens, cafeterias and 
the kitchen bar have reduced 


‘living to a quick smack and a 


dash. The old hospitality of 
the big dining room and the 
permanent old homestead with 
family heirlooms are gone. The 
relationship of a family to a 
community—which used to play 
a vital role in identification 
of the individual — created a 
sense of belonging. 

The Way a pefson talked, his 
speech patterns, pronunciation 
of certain words, his favorite 
foods, his ideals and attitudes, 
even his sports, such 4s hunt- 
ing, fishing, sailing, swimming 
or mountain climbing, were de- 
termined by his place of birth.. 
Today, a whole family may 
speak with different. accents, 
as evidenced by my own. I 
talked— until recently, any- 
way—with a New England ac- 
cent. My husband speaks like a 
Hoosier, my children are 
Okies! 


When my husband gets 
homesick, it is for the hills 
of Indiana. When I am home- 
sick, it is for the smells and 
sounds of the open sea. 
When my children mature, 
will they long for the sizzling 
summers of Oklahoma?

Some years ago, Cornell 
University had a student doing 
some research on relation of 
illness to frequency of moving. 
The study showed that when 
one took families of comparable 
age and composition, one dis- 
covered a great deal more ill- 
ness among residents of five 
years or less than among fam- 
ilies who reside in the same 
area for five years or more. 
Yet who really knows the ef- 
fect of moving on children? 
Much has been said about 
delinquency blamed on a lack 
of roots for the delinquent’s 
family. 


During the war, families did 
a great deal of traveling, but 
in. addition to the confusion 
and uncertainty of mobility, 


they were subjected to the 
anxiety and stress of having 
loved ‘ones in constant danger. 
We have documented evidence 
that among service groups un- 
der stress and mobile a good 
deal of the time, there was a 
relatively high break-up of 
families. 


In peacetime, a move from 
one city to another may mean 
the difference between a man’s 
happiness in his job or a sense 
of frustration and failure. The 
welfare of the whole family is 
involved. The emotions which 
arise in uprooting a child need 
not be emotional problems. We 
can prepare our youngsters for 
the move, give them the rea- 
sons for the change and let 
them discuss their feelings and 
attitudes with us. When we 
show our youngsters dur deep 
love and give them sympathetic 
understanding of their momen- 
tary insecurity at changing bed- 
rooms, schools and playmates, 
we help bridge the two worlds 
of known and unknown. — 


Any move is a temporary up- 
rooting, whether across the 
street or across the nation. 
How the parents handle the 
situation determines to some 
extent how the children will re- 
act. Poday’s inconvenience is 
tomorrow's adventure. If you 
can 4mbue the child with a 
feeling of pleasant anticipation 
and include all the youngsters 
in your .plans, so they don’t 
feel either left out or aban- 
doned in the excitement, they 
will be less fearful of the un- 
known.

West opened the deuce of 
clubs, small from the board 
and East also played small, 
the ace taking the trick. Pre- 
paring to ruff out his losing 


-hearts before drawing trumps, 


declarer cashed the ace-king of 
hearts, ruffed a heart in 
dummy, returned to his hand 
with a club ruff and led the 
last heart. 


Had West followed to the 
fourth heart, declarer would 
have discarded dummy’s losing 
diamond rather than ruff and 
risk an overruff; then he could 
ruff his third diamond in 
dummy. But West discarded a 
trump, not wish to unguard a 
minor suit, and declarer over- 
ruffed and laid down the ace 
and king of spades. 


Now declarer placed West 
with the diamond honors be- 
cause of his trump discard, 
and he placed East with the 
club king, since West would 
not be likely’ to open a club 


All of us, child and adult 
alike, are able to accept the 
known, even if it is unpleas- 
ant. But the prospects of un- 
known are not easy to face. 
Even if the new home will 
be more luxurious and more 
rdéomy, the child has an at- 
tachment to his own room, 
the things with which he has 
been familiar, the place that 
has been his. 


Perhaps the most unforget- 
table error I ever made with 
my first child was taking him 
back to an empty house from 
which we had moved. My hus- 
band and I were so close to fin- 
ishing our graduate work that 
we sold our little home in Mad- 
ison, Wis., and moved into one 
room with the baby, to elimi- 
nate housekeeping and concen- 
trate on getting Frank’s thesis 
written and his orals accom- 
plished. 


One day I took Michael back 
to the house after the movers 
had taken the furniture to stor- 
age and Michael ran through 
the empty living-room to his 
barren tiny room. Bewildered, 
he turned tear-filled eyes to 
me: “Where's my. rocker?” he 
cried. I could not believe so 
much grief could be encom- 
passed by a 2-year-old. He 
looked at the curtain-less win- 
dows, the open closet yawning 
vacant, and he cried, “Where's 
my crib? Where’s my toy 
chest?” He sat on the floor 
and kicked his heels and 
screamed, “What happened?” 
It was as if someone had de- 
liberately eliminated all signs 
of his former occupancy, and 
the child felt obliterated. 

To avoid such a traumatic 
experience for the youngster 
who must move, here are a few 
suggestions: If at all possible, 
let the youngsters see the new 
home before moving in, or at 
least describe it as truthfully 
yet as glowingly and enthusi- 
astically as possible. Let them 
feel this is a great, wonderful 
adventure—this move, an im- 
provement for the whole family. 

Whenever possible, let the 
child pick his own colors for 
his own room and help with 
arranging the furniture and his 
own possessions. 

Everyone goes through the 
pre-moving period madly dis- 
carding things. We are in dan-

out heirlooms. Even though it 
is desirable to get rid of maga- 
zines and items no longer use- 
ful, don’t throw away a crib 
or a toddler's favorite toy or 


that beloved rocking chair, 
even though its a dilapidated 
wreck. If you have to, dispose 
of it after the child is secure 
in his new home. . 


Moving day, if you are going 
to a city where you have 
friends, write ahead and see if 
you can get an invitation for a 
meal that first evening. Eating 
out in a restaurant with weary 
children Waiting to be served 
can be the straw that breaks 
the camel’s back. But eating 
with understanding friends at 
the end of the grueling day of 
moving can ease and relax you 
so that you can be patient, lov- 
ing and calm with the children 
again. 


If friends could help by 
keeping an infant or a toddler 
daring the moving day, or by 
packing a picnic lunch with 
thermoses of hot and cold 
drinks the day of transfer, they 
would be indeed true friends. 

Keep your infant close to 
you and try to stick to his 
schedule. Pack the things 
you'll need for him in a diaper 
bag, his diapers, oil, powder 
and extra safety pins. 


In a picnic icebox, put all the 
ice cubes from your refrigera- 
tor into a plastic bag and close 
tightly with a rubber band. 
Here pack formula, a_ cold 
drink for all the family, and a 
few snacks for supper, should 
you have to eat at the new 
house. In a small basket put 
toilet necessities: towels, soap, 
tissues, and a few electric bulbs 
and fuses. There’s nothing 
quite so disconcerting as mov- 
ing into a house and finding 
not a single electric bulb there! 
This little basket, the baby’s 
diaper bag and the picnic ice- 
box should travel with you and 
not on the moving van. 

The year we went to New 
York, we used the same movers 
to take us East and then to 


move us back. We sent the 
key ahead to a Tulsa néighbor 
who had our house cleaned up 
by professionals, and the mov- 
ers put the furniture back in 


the same place from which 
they had taken it the year 
before! 


Moving is exhausting, make 
no mistake about it. You 
never know how much para- 
phernalia you are aéquiring 
until you begin to move it. 
A whole household is dis- 
mantlied and then left be- 
hind, the familiar trees, the 
familiar entrances and exits, 
the bathroom the child could 
find in the familiar dark. A 
mother needs to keep all her 
wits about her to provide the 
sense of security, love and 
warmth that were associated 
with the old home. 


If you have friends, relatives 
or acquaintances in the new 
city, get the name of a good 
family doctor. More and more, 
the family doctor is being 
recognized for the obvious rea- 
son that a family unit must be 
treated rather than a sick in- 
dividual. . 


In the new city, take your 
child to school the first day 
and introduce yourself to the 
teacher and principal. Get the 
name of a good dentist, and 
ask for recommendations of 
service people and _ reliable 
stores and shops. 


Try to spend some time with 
the children exploring the new 
neighborhood—the fire station, 
the swimming pools, the near- 
by parks, in preference to get- 
ting the house in applepie 
order. Once your. curtains, 
drapes and pictures are up, the 
house begins to look like home. 
A television party for the neigh- 
borhood children, with a cold 
drink and cookies will break 
the ice for the youngsters.

Suggestions 

On Repairs 
For House

EVEN CAREFUL business 
men—even lawyers—let down, 
their guard when it comes to, 
making arrangements for house- 
nold repairs, decoration and 
so forth. Whereas they would 
never let out work in their . 
offices without firm written 
agreements or contracts, they | 
readily agree to the spending 
of hundreds, even thousands, 
of dollars on their own homes 
on the say-so of some workman 
who says he can do a good jobs 

Many leave these importan 
matters of disbursement of the 
family’s funds to their wives. 
And even among wives whd 
have had some sound busines€, 
training, the same carelessnesg” 
often takes place. ; 


Women sometimes say to me, 
“He seemed such a nice man. 
He really seemed to know what 
he was doing. I felt embar- 
rassed to ask him to put it in 
writing. And he gave me some 
references but I didn’t really 
bother to check them.” 

Many people are afraid of 
being thought of as “con- 
tentious” should they stand 
up for their rights and de- 
mand , satisfactory work for 
an agreed-upon sum. They 
forget the old warning, “Let 
the buyer beware.” They 
fail to check references— 
often don’t even bother to 
ask for them. This can lead 
to trouble. 


Here are some suggestions: 

If you have a house that re- 
quires considerable upkeep, re- 
pair and maintenance, it is 
wise never to contract for any- 
thing where a sizable amount 
of money is involved without 
the advice of your attorney. ~ 

Then, if you are diffident, 
you can say to a contractor, 
“I'm sure that this will seem. 
unnecessary and I regret hav- 
ing to ask, but my attorney in- 
sists that all details of this job 
be put in writing and that he 
approve the agreement.” And 
when it comes time to pay the 
bill, do not be rushed into 
giving a check as the workm.n 
walk out. Be sure that the 
job lives up to specifications 
and the agreément. 


Do not accept the say-so of 
workmen as to their capability. 
Get references and check them, 
preferably by phone. People 
will often tell you things verb- 
ay that they might be unwill- 
ing to put into writing. Thus, 
such personal checking can be 
an added insurance against 
fraud. 

Don't use itinerant repair- 
méen—men who are passing 
through a community and 
who will do a job very cheap- 
ly. A bargain job is usual- 
ly worth even less than you 
pay for it. 

Patronize workmen and com- 
panies who advertise locally— 
those on whom you can easily. 
check with your local Chamber 
of Commerce, Better Business 
Bureau and with neighbors.

Global Research 


HYDE PARK, Aug. 21. 


OUR CONGRESS is becoming increasingly conscious 
of the need for research in problems of health to be set up 


“oman international basis. With this in mind and even 


though he had little hope that it would be passed at this 
session, Senator Lister Hill of Alabama introduced a bill 
about a week ago asking to set up a national institute of 
international medical research. 

Such an organization would be established in the re- 
search arm of the Public Health Service where many re- 
search institutes are already set up and it weuld concen- 
trate on diseases that are worldwide. 


From this we should reap many benefits. We 
could establish the needed relationships and inter- 
change of ideas and experiments between our re- 
search people and research people in ether parta 
of the world. Any discovery anywhere could be 
known everywhere. All the knowledge could be 
pooled, evaluated and examined. Something first 
discovered in some obscure place im the world, 
with the assistance of other bite of research and 
the efforts of other countries, might turn out te 
be of great value to the whole world. 


Senator Hill asked for an appropriation of $50,000,000 
annually and for the appointment of a national advisory 
-gouncil to award contracts for international research. He 
people of the country to weigh this bill and let 
their Senators and Representatives know how they feel 
about it. 

I think it is a good thing to have an interim period

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Give a Flavorful Hand to Veal 


By Hoyt Alden 


VEAL is an excellent meat 
which lends itself to some 
splendid dishes, but it needs 
help. Unlike steak, roast of 
beef or a leg of lamb, it can't 
stand on its own flavor. As a 
meat it is relatively tasteless, 
but it does a good job of ab- 
sorbing without distortion the 
flavor of the sauces or season- 
ings in which it is cooked, and 
at the same time it contributes 
its own succulence. Which is 
why veal makes such an ex- 
cellent base for several cas- 
serole dishes. 


Another splendid veal dish is 
the veal bird, especially when 
it is allowed to simmer in a 
mushroom wine sauce. We got 
onto the subject of veal be- 
cause we have a request for a 
good recipe for veal birds, oom 
here it is: 


Start with veal cutlets, the 
kind you get for breaded veal 
cutlets, and cut them into in- 
dividual portions. Then pound 
each one as thin as you can 
without breaking it, and thin 
enough that it can be rolled 
like a small pancake. Take the 
meat left over from shaping 
the oval cutlets and run it 
through the grinder a couple 
of times for use in the filling. 
For six veal birds you should 
have at least a half pound of 
ground veal for filling, so buy 
accordingly. 


NOW, lightly brown a medi- 
um onion in a stick of butter. 
Add a half dozen chopped 
mushrooms and let it simmer 
a few minutes, Add the ground 
veal and season it all with salt 
and pepper, Stir it until it’s 
well mixed. Then taste it for 
seasoning and add a tablespoon 
of chopped parsley. 


Place the cutlets on a board 
and season them on both side 
with salt and pepper. Put a 
heap of filling on each cutlet, 
dividing it evenly, Then roll 
them up. Tie them with string. 
If you want to make them look 
like birds, tie them once close 
to the end, again about an 
inch from the end, and again at 
the other end to make their 
feet. 


Now they're ready for the 
sauce. Start by sauteing a 
finely chopped onion in a stick 
of butter. Then add a pound 
of ced m " 
Let it cook gently for five min- 
utes. Add a cup and a half of 
chicken consomme and a cup 
of dry white wine. Then put 
the veal birds in. You don’t 
have to brown them. Let them 
simmer in the sauce for an 
a or until the meat is ten- 

er. 


Take them out of the skil- 
let and let them cool a little 
so the string can be removed. 
Sprinkle a half tablespoon or 
so of flour in the sauce and 
let it cook a few minutes. Put 
the birds back in the sauce 
(the strings removed) and re- 
‘heat. Sprinkle a little chopped

ONE of the greatest of cas- 
seroles is made with veal. It 
is the Saute de veau Marengo. 
Too often it turns out as some- 
thing which tastes like veal 
stewed’ in tomato soup, but 
made properly it is a simple 
but excellent dish. 


For each pound of veal, take 
half a pound of ripe tomatoes, 
butter them generously and 
roast them until the skins are 
lightly browned. Put them in 
a sieve and reduce them to a 
skinless pulp. Add to this 
pulp about half its weight of 
chopped mushrooms, 


Take as much chopped onion 
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as you have mushrooms and 
add them to the veal which has 
been cut into eating-size pieces. 
Fry the onions and veal in 
olive ofl. When they’re golden 
brown, sprinkle on a little flour 
and when all is lightly browned 
add a pint of white wine for 
each pound of meat.
